Today Great Britain landed the first 
troops to be used in making the land attack on 
Constantinop- 
le. 
They consist of French from Morocco, Canadians,

native Egyptians, and Australians. 
Ten transports 
bearing the second army is reported to be rearing the Dar- 
danelles. 
The first landing was made on the Asiatic side. 
It is stated here that the Allies have 52 worships in Turkish 
waters. 
Five of these are forcing 
a passage through the 
Dardanelles, and the others are attacking different outposts. 
The Turks are massing every available soldier before 
Con- 
stantinople, preparing to make stubborn resistance 
to land 
and sea attacks of the allied armies.
